About Indiana Jones and the Fate of Atlantis 

In Indiana Jones and the Fate of Atlantis, you 
play the role of Indiana Jones, famed archae- 
ologist-adventurer, as he attempts to discover 
and explore long-fabled Atlantis. Nazi agents, 
eager to unleash the powers of Atlantis against an 
unsuspecting world, are hot on Indy's heels... or 
have they already passed him? 

Here's where you come in: you direct the 
actions of Indy (and, occasionally, his one-time 
colleague turned psychic, Sophia Hapgood) in his 
search for Atlantis. Periodically, Indy will be 
called upon to drive a car, ride a camel, pilot a bal- 
loon, operate a submarine, and repair and use 
Atlantean machinery. When the time comes, 
check the appropriate section below to learn how 
to operate each of them. 

If this is your first computer adventure game, 
be prepared for an entertaining challenge. Be 
patient, even if it takes a while to figure out some 
of the puzzles. If you get stuck, you might need to 
solve another puzzle first or find and use an 
object. But hang in there and use your imagina- 
tion... you and Indy will eventually discover the 
true Fate of Atlantis! 



PLAYING THE GAME 

As the story opens, Indy is searching Bamett 
College for a mysterious statue. At this stage, as 
Indy proceeds from room to room, you can exam- 
ine an object more closely — and in some cases, 
make use of it — simply by clicking on the item. 
Try clicking on the gargoyle in the foregroimd. 

After you've found the statue, Indy wiU 
return to his office, where the next part of the 
story will unfold in a "cut-scene." Cut-scenes are 
short, animated sequences — like scenes from a 
movie — which can provide clues and informa- 
tion. They're also used to show special animated 
sequences, as when an unsuspecting jungle 
rodent helps Indy get rid of a snake. When view- 
ing a cut-scene, your cursor disappears and — for 
the moment — you do not control events. 

You begin directing Indy's actions as he 
arrives in New York City. The display is divided 
into the following sections: 

► The Action Screen is the largest part of the 
display. This is where the animated action takes 
place. Dialogue spoken by the characters also 
appears here. 

► The Sentence Line is directly below the 
Action Screen. You use this line to construct sen- 
tences that tell Indy what to do. A sentence con- 
sists of a verb (action word) and one or two nouns 
(objects). Some examples of sentences you might 
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construct on the Sentence Line are "Use whip 
with statue" or "Use arrowhead with rag." Con- 
necting words like "on" or "with" will automati- 
cally be inserted by the program. 

► Available verbs are listed in the lower left 
side of the display. To select a verb, position the 
cursor over the word and press the left 
mouse/ joystick button or the ENTER key. The 
game has a "quick-verb" feature that highlights an 
appropriate verb when the cursor touches an 
interesting or useful object on the screen. For 
example, when Indy is near a door that can be 
opened, positioning the pointer over the door will 
highlight the verb Open. Pressing the right 
mouse/joystick button or the TAB key (to emulate 
the right button) will use the quick-verb with the 
object, which in this case opens the door. Don't 
worry: this feature won't give away solutions to 
any puzzles. Keep in mind that even though a 
verb is highlighted, it may not be the only way to 
use an object. Try the other verbs as well! 

► Nouns (objects) can be selected in two 
ways. You may select a noun by placing the cur- 
sor over an object in the Action Screen. Many 



objects in the environment, and all 
usable objects in the game, have 
names. If an object has a name, it 
will appear on the Sentence Line 
when you position the cursor over it. 
If no name appears for an object on 
the screen, you can be sure that it 
has no significance other than as 
part of the background. You may 
also select noims by clicking on 
them in the Inventory. 

► The Inventory icons are locat- 
ed to the right of the Verbs. At the 
beginning of the game Indy's inven- 
tory is limited to whatever he has 
retained firom the first cut-scene. 
When he picks up or is given an 
object to use during game play, an 
icon for that object is added to the Inventory. 
There is no limit to the number of objects Indy 
can carry. When there are more than lo objects in 
the Inventory, arrows appear to the left of the 
icons. Click on them to scroll the icon window up 
or down. 

► The Indy Quotient Display wall help you 
keep track of your progress through the game. 
Press the Inventory/IQ Point key — i — to view 
your point totals. (See "Indy Quotient [IQ] Points" 
below for a fiJl explanation of IQ Points.) 

To move Indy aroimd, position the cursor 
where you want him to go, and dick. Notice that 
Walk is the default verb in the Sentence Line — 
this is because moving around is what Indy will 
be doing most often. 

THINGS TO TRY IN NEW YORK 

Look at the newspaper at the stand next door 
to the theater. Place the cursor over the newspa- 
per. You will notice that the verb Look at is high- 
lighted. Press the right mouse/joystick button or 
TAB key and Indy will walk to the newspaper and 
tell you what he sees. To pick up the newspaper, 
select the verb Pick up by placing the cursor over 
the verb and pressing the left mouse/ joy stick but- 
ton or the ENTER key. Notice that the words 
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"Pick up" appear on the Sentence Line. Position 
the cursor over the newspaper and press the left 
mouse/joystick button or the ENTER key. This 
completes the sentence "Pick up newspaper" on 
the Sentence line. If Indy is not already standing 
by the newspaper, he will walk over to it and pick 
it up. The newspaper's icon will be added to your 
inventory. 

Open the theater's back door. See if you can 
talk your way past the doorman without getting 
into a fistfight (see the section entitled "Talking to 
Characters" for more information — and the sec- 
tion entitled "Fighting"... just in case). 

Explore the alley a bit fiirther... maybe there's 
another way to get into the theater. 

Once you're in the theater, try to distract the 
stagehand. With him out of the way, you should 
have plenty of opportunity to try to attract 
Sophia's attention! 

THE PATHS 

At a certain point in the game, you will find 
yourself back in Indy's office, with a decision to 
be made: should you persuade Sophia to continue 
with Indy on your search (the Team path)? Do 
you want to proceed on your own, using your 
intellect to overcome the obstacles in youx way 
(the Wits path)? Or would you rather spice up 
your quest with a little more action (the Fists 
path)? 

There are three ways to proceed from this 
point. The choice you make will influence the 
course of the story. While the Team, Wits and 
Fists paths cross one another at times, many of 
the puzzles and their solutions — as well as the 
places you can visit — will be different. The paths 
re-converge when you reach Atlantis. 

We suggest you reserve a Save Game slot for 
this decision (see Game Controls below, to learn 
how to save your game). That way, once you've 
successfully completed the path of your choice, 
you can return to the point of decision to sample a 
different path. 



SPECIAL INTERFACES 

Occasionally, you will jBnd the standard interface 
replaced by specialized controls: 
Talking to Characters 

There are plenty of characters in the game 
with whom you can converse. Nearly everyone 
Indy meets will have something to say, whether 
friendly or unfriendly... helpful, or imhelpflil! 
Often, you can talk with someone and then return 
later for new information. 

In a conversation, you select what Indy says 
firom the list appearing at the bottom of the 
screen. Just click on the phrase you want him to 
say. Of course, your choice will affect how other 
people respond. And, as conversations continue, 
you may be presented with a new array of dia- 
logue choices. 

Occasionally, you may find yourself unable to 
resist a particularly amusing statement. Keep in

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mind that, just as in real life, some of Indy's wise- 
cracks can lead to trouble. Fortunately, in Indiana 
Jones and the Fate of Atlantis, you can save a 
game before surrendering to temptation... 
Fighting 

Remember, picking a fight is dangerous. Los- 
ing can lead to the game's abrupt end. If you 
choose the Action Path, you will find it necessary 
to fight your way out of several situations. 

NOTE: In most cases, you can "sucker 
pimch" your opponent and win the fight (see the 
Reference Guide on page 12 for the appropriate 
key on your computer). Keep in mind that you 
don't get IQ Points for using this option. 

Notice the displays for Health and Punch 
Power, both for Indy and, below that, for his 
opponent. If either combatant is hit, his Health 
decreases. When Health drops to a dangerous 
level, the display will change to a warning yellow. 
When the drop in Health becomes critical, the 
display will become red. When a combatant's 
Health is entirely used up, he will be knocked 
unconscious. If Indy rests between fights, he will 
"heal" and his Health Power will return to 
normal. 

The Pimch Power display shows how power- 
fiil Indy's swing will be. Each time Indy tries to 



hit, his Pimch Power takes a few moments to 
build back up to its maximum. If Indy sv^dngs 
again too quickly, he will not hit with maximum 
power. Of course, it may be more important to 
keep his enemy off balance than to hit for maxi- 
mum effect. Indy can pimch High, Middle, or 
Low, to try to get past his opponent's defenses. 
Each enemy has his own individual strengths and 
weaknesses. 

To pimch your opponent, position the cursor 
on him (either High, Middle or Low) and press 
either mouse button (you can switch to keyboard 
control for fistfights, if you wish — see the Refer- 
ence Guide on page 12 for details). 

Indy also has some defensive moves. His 
opponents often set their fists a moment before 
they try to punch. If you watch for this and have 
Indy block at the same level — by positioning the 
cursor on Indy (either High, Middle, or Low) and 
clicking — you can successfully block the punch. 
Also, Indy can step back to increase the distance 
between himself and his opponent. This can be 
used to buy a little time for Indy to recover some 
of his Punch Power. If you don't like the way the 
fight is going, you can make your escape by 
repeatedly backing Indy away from his opponent 
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The Lost Dialogue of Plato 

Key pages in Plato's Lost Dia- 
logue have been marked by paper 
clips. To turn to a marked page, sim- 
ply dick on the appropriate paper 
dip. To dose the book and return to 
the game, click anywhere else on the 
screen (or press the ESC key). 
Camel 

Use the mouse to direct your 
camel through the desert. Try to keep 
rock outcroppings between yourself 
and trouble — if you're caught, 
you're apt to wind up back in the dty. 
Balloon 

When you're flying the balloon, you'll have to 
contend with prevailing winds, which shift direc- 
tion whenever you change altitude (the weather 
vane in the lower right comer of the screen indi- 
cates your current heading). Up- and downdrafls 
can also affect the course of your flight. 

Use the cursor to identify points of interest at 
which you might want to land. Use the on-screen 
verbs or the right and left mouse/joystick buttons 
to control the balloon's altitude: to ascend, drop 
ballast; to descend, open the vents. To land at a 
point of interest, maneuver the balloon over the 
site and keep venting hydrogen until you're back 
on the ground. 
Automobile 

Should Monsieur Trottier fall into the hands 
of Nazi agents, it will be up to you to rescue him. 
The Nazis drive fast, but their sense of direction is 
weak. Use the mouse to maneuver through the 
streets of Monte Carlo as you attempt to intercept 
the Nazis' car. 

Surveyor's Instrument (Transit) 

Use the larger left and right knobs for coarse 
control; fine-tune the aligrmient using the smaller 
middle knobs. 
Submarine 

There are four controls on the submarine; 
on the Team Path, you'll have to flnd each one 
and learn how to use it. From left to right, they 
control: 




Depth Qick at the top to ascend; at the bot- 
tom to descend. To level off, center the lever. 

Steering Click to the left or right of the wheel 
to turn the submarine i8o° left or right (the sub 
will move nearer and farther away as you turn). 

Direction After zeroing the sub's engine 
speed, dick here to reverse the engines. 

Speed Click near the top to increase engine 
speed; near the bottom to decrease speed. The 
lowest setting will stop the submarine dead in the 
water. 

Atlantean Machinery 

Even the wondrous machinery of Atlantis is 
vulnerable to the ravages of time. Here's your 
chance to restore some of it to good working 
order: the parts that you've collected will be 
arrayed at the bottom of the screen. The remain- 
der of the screen shows the interior of a sentry 
statue. To pick up a part, click once on it with the 
left mouse button: it will now follow the cursor 
around the screen. Position the part over one of 
the pegs, then click the left mouse button again to 
install it on the peg. When you have a part select- 
ed, click the right mouse button to de-select it. 

GAME CONTROLS 

To save your progress in a game, enabling 
you to turn the computer off and start again later 
in the same place, simply press the Save/Load 
Game function key (Fi on most computers - see 
your Reference Guide for more information). 

To load a game you have saved, use the 
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Save/Load Game function key any time after the 
game has begun. 

NOTE: during close-ups the Save/Load 
Game fimction may not operate. 

To bypass a cut-scene, press both mouse/ joy- 
stick buttons at once, or press the ESC key. See 
the Reference Guide on page 12 for details. After 
you've played Indiana Jones and the Fate of 
Atlantis several times, you may want to use this 
fimction to skip over scenes you have seen before. 

To restart the game from the beginning, 
press the key indicated in the Reference Guide 
(F8 on most computers). 

To pause the game, press the SPACE BAR. 
Press it again to resume play. 

To adjust the speed of the Message Line to 
suit your reading speed, press the keys indicated 
in the Reference Guide (+ and - on most comput- 
ers). When you've finished reading a line of dia- 
logue, you can press the Done key (the period — . 
— on most computers) to clear the line and 
proceed. 

Use the keys indicated on your reference card 
to adjust the sound volume (open and dose 
braces — [ and ] — on most computers). If you 
are using the intemal speaker, these controls will 
tum the sound off" and on. If your soimd card has 
a voltime control, make sure it is set higher than 
level zero before using the keyboard controls to 
fine-tune the volume level. 



INDY QUOTIENT (IQ) POINTS 

Press the Inventory/IQ Point key — i — to 
switch from the inventory icons to the IQ Points 
display (pressing the key again, or clicking in the 
display area, will retum you to the inventory). The 
Path designation will be "None" imtil you have 
passed the point in the game in which you make 
the Path decision (described in "The Paths" 
above). The number labeled Current measures 
how well you are doing in the current game. The 
number labeled Total measures how well you 
have done in all the games you have played to that 
point. The maximum Total score, if you solve 
every variation of every puzzle on all three paths, 
is 1000. You score IQ points when you solve puz- 
zles, get past obstacles, or find important objects. 
Your IQ points are saved when you finish a game, 
save a game, or load a game. When you start a 
new game you will have no IQ points imtil you 
load or save a game. 

OUR GAME DESIGN PHILOSOPHY 

We believe that you buy games to be enter- 
tained, not to be whacked over the head every 
time you make a mistake. So we don't bring the 
game to a screeching halt when you poke your 
nose into a place you haven't visited before. Keep 
in mind, though, that Indiana Jones is an adven- 
turous character who often finds himself in dan- 
gerous situations. We try to make it clear, howev- 
er, when you're about to get yourself into a tight 
spot. 

Save the game when you think you may be 
entering a dangerous area, but don't assimie that 
every wrong step will result in death. Usually 
you'll get another chance. 

A FEW HELPFUL HINTS 

► Pick up everything you can. Odds are at 
some point, all those strange things will serve 
some purpose. 

► If you get stuck and can't figure out how to 
proceed, try looking through all the items you've 
foimd and thinking about how each one might be 
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used (perhaps with yet another item in your 
inventory). Think about the places you've gone, 
and the people you've met. Qiances are there will 
be a connection that'll put you back on track. 

► When you're with Sophia, she might have 
some good ideas on how to proceed. 

► There is more than one way to solve many 
of the puzzles.

SETTING PREFERENCES 

When loaded, the program will check to see 
if you have a mouse driver or joystick installed, or 
one of the supported sound boards, and will set 
up the game appropriately. If you wish to override 
these default settings, you may do so by adding 
the follov^g letters (separated by spaces) after 
typing Atlantis when you start the game:

KEYBOARD/CURSOR CONTROLS 

You can use a mouse for cursor control if you 
have installed a compatible mouse driver. Use the 
left mouse button to select objects on the screen 
for use in the sentence line, as weU as to select a 
line of dialogue in a conversation. Press the right 
mouse button to use a highlighted verb with the 
object to which the cursor is pointing. When 



scrolling through your inventory, you can right- 
click on the up or down arrow to shortcut to the 
top or bottom row of the icon window. If you have 
both a mouse and a joystick installed, you may 
select one as your controller by holding down the 
CTRL key and pressing m for mouse or j for joy- 
stick. You may also re-calibrate your joystick if the 
cursor is drifting across the screen by centering 
the joystick and pressing CTRL j. 

For keyboard cursor control, use either the 
arrow keys or the keypad. The ENTER (or 5) key 
corresponds to the left mouse button; the TAB 
key corresponds to the right mouse button. 

KEYBOARD CONTROLS 

All of the verbs used in the game can also be 
selected by using keyboard commands. Each key 
corresponds to one verb. Pressing the appropriate

SAVE/LOAD INSTRUCTIONS 

Press Fi or F5 when you want to save or load 
a game. Once the save/load screen is displayed, 
you can move the cursor and click on SAVE, 
LOAD or PLAY. 

To SAVE Click on the SAVE option. The 
current list of saved games will be displayed in 
slots along the left side of the screen. Qick on the 
up and down arrows to scroll through the list; 
right-click on the up or down arrow to shortcut to 
the first or last save game slot. Select a slot by 



pointing the cursor to it and clicking. Now you 
will be able to type a new name for that slot or use 
the backspace key to change the existing name.

Playing the Game 

To start the game on 
your computer, please 
refer to the reference card sec- 
tion included with the game.

As the story opens, 
Bernard and his fiiends are 
hanging out at the house 
when a little hamster shows 
up with a note. These non- 
interactive sequences are 
known as "cut-scenes" — 
short, animated 
sequences, like 
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scenes from a movie — which can provide dues 
and information about the characters. Cut-scenes 
are also used to show special animated 
sequences, such as when Bernard gives Oozo the 
Clown a bop on the nose. When you are viewing a 
cut-scene, you do not direct the action. 

You begin directing Bemard's actions as 
soon as he sends Hoagie and Laveme off to 
search the rest of mansion. The screen is divided 
into the following sections: 

O The Animation Window is the largest part 
of the screen and is where the animated action 
takes place. Dialogue spoken by the characters, as 
well as game-related messages, also appear here. 

Available verbs are listed in the lower left- 
hand comer of the screen. To select a verb, posi- 
tion the cursor over the word and press the left 
mouse/joystick button or the ENTER key. You 
can also use a verb's "hot key" to select it (see the 
Reference Guide on page 20 for these keys). The 
interface you use to play the game has an "auto- 
highlight" feature that highlights an appropriate 
verb when the cursor touches an interesting or 
usefiol object on the screen. For example, when 
Bernard is near a door that can be opened, posi- 
tioning the pointer over the door will highlight 
the verb Open. Pressing the right mouse/joystick 



button or the TAB key will use the 
highlighted verb with the object, 
which in this case opens the door 
(don't worry: this feature won't give 
away solutions to any puzzles). Keep 
in mind that even though a verb is 
highlighted, that one verb may not 
be the only way to use an object. Try 
the other verbs as well! 

O The Sentence line is directly 
below the Animation Window. You 
use this line to construct sentences 
that tell the kids what to do. A sen- 
tence consists of a verb (action word) 
and one or two nouns (objects). 
Some examples of sentences you 
might construct on the Sentence 
line are "Use text book with pay 
phone" or "Use flier with Chuck the Plant." Con- 
necting words like "on" or "with" will automatical- 
ly be inserted by the program. 

Once you've selected a verb, objects can be 
selected in two ways. You may select an object by 
placing the cursor over it in the Animation Win- 
dow and clicking. Many objects in the environ- 
ment, and all usable objects in the game, have 
names. If an object has a name, it will appear on 
the Sentence Line when you position the cursor 
over it. If no name appears for an object on the 
screen, you can be sure that it has no significance 
other than as part of the background. You may 
also select nouns by clicking on them in the 
Inventory (see next paragraph). When an object is 
selected that can be used v^th another object 
(from either the Animation Window or the Inven- 
tory), the cursor will become that object. To use 
the object with another, simply place the object 
over the target object and dick your left mouse 
button. For example, if you want to use the text- 
book with lever, dick on the verb USE, then click 
on the textbook in your inventory. The cursor is 
now a textbook. Place the textbook over the lever 
and click. As an extra shortcut for your conve- 
nience, clicking with the left mouse button on any 
object in your inventory will automatically default 
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to the verb USE. Isn't that thoughtfiil? 

© The Inventory icons are located to the right 
of the Verbs. At the beginning of the game the 
kids' inventory is pretty slim pickings. When they 
pick up or are given an object to use during game 
play, an icon for that object is added to the Invento- 
ry. There is no limit to the number of objects they 
can carry. When there are more than six objects in 
the Inventory, arrows appear to the left of the 
icons. Click on them to scroll the icon window up 
or down. 

To move the kids aroimd, simply point the 
cursor where you want them to go, and click. 
Notice that Walk to is the default verb in the Sen- 
tence line — this is because moving aroimd is 
what the kids will be doing most often. 

Using the Kids 

You'll begin the game controlling only 
Bemard, but as the game progresses you wOl gain 
control of the other two kids; first Hoagie, then 
Laveme. You'U know when this happens because 
their faces will flash on the far right side of the 
screen, next to the Inventory zone. Once their pic- 
ture has appeared, you can switch firom kid to kid 
by simply clicking on the face of the kid you want 
to control. 

To transfer an object firom one kid to anoth- 
er, you must "flush" it through time using the 
Chro-O-John. There are two ways to do this. First, 
you can walk all the way to the Chron-O-John and 
place the object inside. Next click on the kid you 
want to receive the object. Walk that kid all the 
way to his or her Qiron-O-John and pick up the 
item inside. A lot of work, you say.^ No problem. 
The fastest way to transfer items is to simply dick 
on the item you want to give, and click on the pic- 
ture of the kid you want to give it to. Presto, 
Chango! Pretty slick, huh.^ 

Things to Try in the Mansion 

While Hoagie and Laveme are searching the 
rest of the mansion, let's take a look aroimd. 
Hmm...that pink blob on the floor looks interest- 
ing. Place the cursor over it. Notice that the verb 



Look at is highlighted. Press the right mouse/joy- 
stick button or TAB key and Bemard will walk to 
the blob and teU you what he sees. A genius of 
Bemard's caliber knows that all things may come 
in handy: try to pick up the gum with a dime 
stuck in it. Select the verb Pick up with the cursor 
by pressing the left mouse/joystick button or the 
ENTER key. Notice that the words "Pick up" 
appear on the Sentence Line. Position the cursor 
over the gum and press the left mouse/joystick 
button or the ENTER key . This completes the 
sentence "Pick up gum with a dime stuck in it" 
on the Sentence Line. If Bemard is not already 
standing by the gum, he will walk over to it and 
try to pick it up. If it can be picked up, an icon will 
be added to your inventory. 

To commence your exploration of the Man- 
sion, walk to the right edge of the screen. While 
there are a number of areas which you will wish 
to investigate, let's start with Dr. Fred's office: 
walk to the door foimd to the right of the Anima- 
tion Window. 

Look around by moving the cursor around 
and noting the objects that highlight. Pick up 
everything you can. Try all the verbs with items 
you can't pick up at first.

with someone at one point in the game, and then 
return to him or her later to get new information. 
What you learn and discover in another area may 
open more conversational topics with someone to 
whom you've previously spoken. To talk with 
characters, position the pointer on them and 
press the right mouse/joystick button or the TAB 
key to use the Talk to verb automatically, or select 
Talk to from the verb zone and click on the char- 
acter you want to speak to. 

During a conversation, you select what the 
kids say from among the possible phrases at the 
bottom of the screen. Just dick on the phrase you 
want them to say. Of course, what the kids say 
wiQ affect how other people respond. And, as con- 
versations continue, you could be presented with 
a new array of dialogue choices.

Function Keys

To load a game you have saved, use the 
Save/Load Game fimction key any time after Day 
of the Tentacle has been loaded. 

To bypass a cut-scene, press the ESC key, or 
press both mouse/ joystick buttons at once.

After 
you've played Day of the Tentacle several times 
(and who wouldn't), you may want to use this 
function to skip over scenes you have seen before. 

To restart the game from the beginning, 
press the key indicated in the Reference Guide 
(F8 on most computers).

To adjust the speed of the Message line to 
suit your reading speed, press the keys indicated 



in the Reference Guide (+ and - on most comput- 
ers). When you've finished reading a line of dia- 
logue, you can press the Done key (the period — . 
— on most computers) to clear the line and 
proceed. 

Use the keys indicated on your reference card 
to adjust the music volume (hard brackets — [ 
and ] — on most computers). If your soimd card 
has a volume control, make sure it is set higher 
than level zero before using the keyboard controls 
to fine-tune the volume level. Sound effects and 
voice have no keyboard volume control. You'll 
need to use your sound card voltime control. 

To quit the game, press the key combination 
indicated on your reference card (Alt-X on most 
computers). If you plan to return to the game 
you're presently playing, remember to save the 
game before quitting.

Keyboard/Cursor Controls 

You can use a mouse for cursor control if you 
have installed a compatible mouse driver. Use the 
left mouse button to select objects on the screen 
for use in the sentence line, as well as to select a 
line of dialogue in a conversation.

These verb icons are also located in the 
inventory box (except the "walk" verb).

We have included as a special free 
feature a number of entertaining screen savers to 
protect your monitor. Merely move your mouse, 
and everything should return to normal. If not, 
then you can panic. 

A Few Helpful Hints

From this control panel you can customize 
how long the screen saver will wait before activat- 
ing, which module or modules will activate when 
the screen saver "sleeps," what will wake it again, 
and more. You can also configure each module to 
its own specific settings described later in the sec- 
tion, The Modules. 

Customizing Screen Entertainment 

The control panel has many choices to help 
you customize the screen entertainment to your 
liking. Each option and its function is described 
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below. To select an option, simply dick on the 
button corresponding to that option. Once all 
choices are made and you're satisfied with the 
configuration, click on OK and the control panel 
will dose. If you do not dick OK you will lose your 
settings. The Intermission icon will be on your 
desktop. 

On / Off Button: This turns the screen 
saver on or off. Click next to On or Off to change 
the setting. Once again, when you click OK, you 
will see the icon on the desktop. If the screen 
saver is turned off, it will still be in memory, but 
the icon will have a red "X" on it 

Saver On/Off: Click here to toggle an indi- 
vidual module highlighted in the Installed Savers 
box on or off. A check mark will appear to the left 
of the module if it is on. Intermission will choose 
from only the modules that are on when it sleeps. 

Configure: This is used to customize each 
module separately. Highlight the module you 
want to configure by clicking on it, then dick on 
the Configure button. A dialog box will appear 
with options specific to that module. We'll get 
into the details later. 

Test: This will run the selected module as 
it's currently configured. As the module runs, a 
dialog box v^ be present with all of that module's 
configuration options. From there you can 
change the options and see most results immedi- 
atdy. When everything's set the way you want, 
click on OK, and you'll return to the control panel 
with the settings saved. If you want to return to 
the control panel without saving the changes 
you've made, click on Cancel. The screen saver 
does not have to be switched on to test a module. 

Sleep Now: This puts the screen saver 
immediately into sleep mode, activating the high- 
lighted module. The screen saver must be 
switched On to use this option. The modules will 
not change if you have the Intermission Control 
Panel on the screen when it blanks. 

Change After: This specifies the amoimt of 
time a module wiU play before the next selected 
screen saver activates. To increase or decrease the 
time, drag the slide bar right or left until the 



amount of time you want is shown. The modules 
will not change if you have the Intermission Con- 
trol Panel on the screen when it blanks. 

Use Selected Saver Only: If you want to 
use only one module, click on the box to the left. 
A check wiQ appear, and all other modules except 
the currently highlighted module will be turned 
off. 

Add: Clicking on this will bring up the Add 
Saver Modules dialog box. From there you can 
import modules from other screen savers com- 
patible with the Intermission engine. For more 
information, see "Adding New Screen Savers" 
later in this manual. 

Remove: Clicking here allows you to delete 
the highlighted module in the list. An alert box 
will appear asking you to confirm the deletion.

Preferences: This will bring up the Inter- 
mission Preferences panel. From there you can 
ftirther customize the general operation of the 
Intermission engine. For details on using this 
panel, see "Setting Preferences" later in this 
manual. 
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Unfold»: This will further expand the 
Intermission control panel to include more con- 
figuration options. When you choose this option, 
the Unfold button will change to the Fold button 
so you can return the control panel to its original 
size. 

Wake Up On: In this box you can select 
what actions will wake up the screen saver. 

Mouse Move: Selecting this option will 
wake the screen saver at any movement of the 
mouse. This option is on by default. 

Mouse Button: Selecting this will wake up 
the screen saver when you press any mouse but- 
ton. Again, this option is on by default. 

Key Press: This option will wake the screen 
saver when any key (except alt and print scm 
keys) is pressed. This option is also selected by 
default. 

Dialog Box/Alert: Selecting this option will 
wake the screen saver when another program 
(such as e-mail) sends you a new dialog box or 
alert message. When this option is cleared 
(default). Intermission re-blanks the screen and 
informs you that another application needs yovir 
attention. This option is only available when you 
select any other option in the Wake Up On box. 
Otherwise, it is dimmed and imavailable. 

NOTE: This option does not prevent Inter- 
mission from blanking the screen if a dialog box 
is already present- only if a new one is sent when 
the screen saver is active. 

Password: This feature allows you to set a 
password that is required to wake up the screen 
saver. Clicking on the check box will activate the 
password and disable all other Wake Up On 
options. Clicking on the Password button will 
bring up the Set Password dialog box. See "Set- 
ting Passwords" later in the manual for details. 

Blank After: Here you can specify how long 
the screen saver waits after the last key press or 
mouse movement to blank the screen with the 
selected module. You can set this delay from i 
second to 9 hours, 59 minutes, 59 seconds, in 
one-second increments. 

To change the time, select the part of the 



time you want to change, then type in a new 
value, or you can use the up and down arrows to 
increase or decrease the selected number. 

Volume: This slide bar allows you to set the 
volume level for the modules' sounds and music. 
To raise or lower the volume, dick and hold on 
the slide button and drag it right or left, respec- 
tively. 

Unfold: Checking this option will force Star 
Wars Screen Entertainment to open in its expand- 
ed state. When this option is off, the screen saver 
will open in its folded state, hiding the lower sec- 
tion of the control panel. 

Save DOS: This option is active and avail- 
able only if you have installed the DOS Support 
Options during installation. When you select this 
option, the screen saver activates the 386 DOS 
Session Support (VXD) or the Intermission 
engine for DOS (TSR) and enables them to moni- 
tor and blank your DOS sessions. 

The Save DOS option is available when run- 
ning in 386 enhanced mode if the 386 DOS Ses- 
sion Support (VXD) is installed. It is also available 
in Real and Standard modes if the Intermission 
engine for DOS (TSR) is installed. 

Monitor Corners: This allows you set a cor- 
ner of your screen as either a Sleep Now or Don't 
Sleep comer. To set the monitor comers, use the 
rectangle with two light bulbs blinking. 




The rectangle represents your screen. The 
dark light bulb indicates the Sleep Now comer, 
and the bright light bulb indicates the Don't Sleep 
comer. Drag the light bulb of your choice to any 
of the foiir comers. If you now place and leave the 
cursor in the Sleep Now comer, the screen saver 
will immediately sleep. If you do the same for the 
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Don't Sleep comer, the screen saver will not sleep 
even after the wait time has elapsed. 

If you do not wish to use either or any option, 
you can drag the icons to the "buQpen" below. 

Adding New Screen Saver Modules 

As explained before, you can add new screen 
saver modules to the screen saver or import mod- 
ules from other screen savers compatible with the 
Intermission engine. Clicking on the Add... but- 
ton will bring up the Add Saver Modules dialog box.

Importing a Screen Saver Module 



Intermission enables you to import modiJes 
from other screen saver applications.

When these files are imported, they inherit 
Intermission features that are not common to 
their native program. These include improved 
DOS, and password support; more advanced con- 
figuration options; and SysMonitor support, 
among others. However, because of the differ- 
ences of these modules, they cannot use some 
features. 

Setting Preferences 

Qiddng on the Preferences button will bring 
up the Intermission Preferences dialog box. 
These options allow you choose how you want to 
load the screen saver each time you run Win- 
dows, as well as how the screen saver will fiinc- 
tion in special circumstances. 
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Start-Up Options: With these options, you 
determine how you want to load the Intermission 
and the screen savers each time you run Win- 
dows. 

Auto-Load (place in WIN.INI): Qiecking 
this option will place the Intermission engine on 
the LOAD= line in the WIN.INI file. This will 
automatically load and run the screen saver when 
you start Windows. For Windows 3.1, drag the 
Intermission icon into the Start-up Group. 

Auto-Blank: Checking this option will cause 
the screen saver to sleep as soon as Windows is 
loaded. Used together with the Password option, 
this allows you to force users to enter a password 
to use Windows applications. 

Using Password: This option is only avail- 
able when you select the Auto-Blank option. After 
you select Using Password, you must enter the 
correct password to wake the screen saver up.

Enable SysMonitor (CPU Activity Moni- 
tor): SysMonitor enables the Intermission 
engine to determine the amoimt of processing 
occurring in you system at any given moment. 
When you select this option, the engine will 
reduce the animation of the screen savers when 
the processor load becomes too heavy to permit 
normal operation. In this case, the screen saver 
will blank the screen without running a screen 
saver. NOTE: We recommend you select this 
option and leave it on all the time. 

Re-Maximize 386 Enhanced DOS Ses- 
sions: Checking this option will allow the screen 



saver to determine how it will handle the screen 
when you're running a DOS session in Windows 
while in 386 Enhanced mode. When you select 
this option, the screen saver reverts to a full-screen 
DOS application if the screen was originally saved 
from a full-screen application. Otherwise, the 
screen saver will minimize your DOS application 
to an icon and return to the Windows desktop. 

Ctrl + Sleep Now Corner = Password

Sleep Now HotKey: This allows you to set 
a combination of keys that will immediately cause 
the screen saver to sleep. Click in the field and 
type the keys you want to use. Be sure to choose a 
key combination that isn't used by the active pro- 
gram, or you may get impredictable results. 

Setting Passwords 

Click on the Password button to bring up the 
Set Password dialog box. This will allow you to 
define a password that you'll have to enter to wake 
the screen saver. You can also specify other 
options to protect your PC from imauthorized 
access. 
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Once the password has been set and the 
screen saver is active, you can restore the screen 
by typing yoiir password on the keyboard. There 
is no prompt or dialog box. Be sure to remember 
your settings for case sensitivity and carriage 
return when typing. WARNING: Remember your 
password! If you forget your password and there 
is no data you want to save, you can reboot your 
machine and delete the ANTSW.INI file from 
your Windows directory. However, all configura- 
tion information and your password will be lost. 

To create or update a password, bring up the 
Set Password dialog box. In the Old Password 
field enter your old password (skip this step if you 
are entering a password for the first time). As you 
type your password, asterisks are displayed for 
each character you type. 

Next, enter your password into the New Pass- 
word field and press the tab key. Re-enter your 
password in the Verify New field to ensure you 
typed the word as you intended.

Password Options 

Case Sensitive: This forces the password to 
be typed exactly as it was entered with upper- and 
lower-case characters properly placed. If this option 
is off, there is no difference between the two. 

Carriage Return: This forces you to hit 
ENTER or RETURN after the password is 



entered. If this option is off, the screen wakes 
after the final character is typed. 

Show Asterisk: This turns the asterisks on 
or off in the Old Password, New Password, and 
Verify New fields. This is helpful if you don't 
want anyone to see the number of characters in 
your password. 

Reboot Protection: Select this option to 
prevent someone from attempting to bypass your 
password by rebooting the machine. If your 
screen is sleeping with the password enabled and 
the machine is rebooted, the screen will blank 
again with the password enabled. 

Use Novell Password: This option is avail- 
able if Novell Netware network or if Windows for 
Workgroups was detected during installation. Use 
this option to assign your existing Novell pass- 
word to the screen saver. This allows you to use 
one password for both your screen saver and your 
network. Note that the Case Sensitive option is 
turned off and the Carriage Return option is 
turned on when this option is selected.

To use an item, 
click on it and then, move the cursor outside of the 
inventory box or right click the mouse. The cursor 
will change to the inventory item. You can now use 
this item with surrounding objects by moving it 
around and left clicking the mouse button. To exit 
the demo, press Ctrl-C or press F5 and choose quit.
